WHY THEY STAY AWAY.

period of twenty-eight months is 
told by Dr.aR. S. Quimby in Nature’s 
Health. 

This period of observation began to- 
ward the end of the great influenza wave 
of 1918 and embraced the moderately 
severe influenza period of 1920. 

The observation applied to both men 
and women, since practically one-third of 


If an employé failed to come to work 
and sent no word nothing was done on 
the first day. On the second day of ab- 
sence a nurse called at the home to find 
out what the trouble was. The figures 
quoted are based on the nurses’ reports in 
the main, : 

During this period of time these 6,700 
employés lost 245,422 working days. The 
rate of absenteeism was 5.494., In other 
words, one-eighteenth of al] the employés 
were absent daily on an average.

The absenteeism because of industrial 
accidents was about one-twentieth of 
those due to personal reasons, and that 
due to nonindustrial accidents was one- 
half the size of the industrial accident 
group. 

Each employé lost 18.26 days as an av- 
8rage. This was divided into 10.95 days 
for personal reasans, 6.61 days on account 
of sickness, .45 day on account of indus- 
trila accidents, and .25 day on account 
of nonindustrial accidents. 
Dr. Quimby says that, figuring the year 
as having 300 working days, we can esti- 
mate that each employé will lose about 
six days a year from work on account of 
sickness. - 

The average for men is 5 days, 
women, 8% days. 

The unmarried were found to quit and 
change employment more frequently than 
the married did. Their labor turnover 
was higher. But the married stayed 
away’ from work more days. Their ab- 
senteeism rate was the higher. 

The: Monday absenteeism rate was the 
highest of the week. 

On \Friday the women began staying 
away from work at a pace above the av- 
erage, The corresponding week-end use 
did not show itself with men until Satur- 
day. The absenteeism rate was highest 
in March-April. 


The more important sickness reasons 
for staying away from work: were:

After a lapse of four years the Peo- 
ples Gas Light and Coke company, one 
of the largest public utility corpora- 
tions, yesterda>; resumed payment of 
dividends to its stockholders. The di- 
rectors declared a quarterly dividend 
of 1% per cent, payable Jan. 17 to 
stock of record Jan. 3. 

This action inaugurates an annual divi- 
dend rate of 5 per cent, which is the 
same paid in 1906. From 1906 the divi- 
dend rate was successively increased un- 
til &§ per cent was paid in 1910, 1911, and 
1912. In 1916 the rate dropped to 6% 
per cent and in 1917 only 3% per cent 
was paid. Dividends were discontinued 
in August, 1917. 

Possible Cut in Rates Ignored. 

The directors decided to resume divi- 
dends without waiting for the Lllinois 
commerce commission to announce -its 
ruling on gas rates, which it is antici- 
pated will be reduced. Samuel Insuil, 
president of the company, recently gave 
the commission to understand that the 
company could accept some reduction in 
rates. The action in resuming divi- 
dends, however, fulfills a promise made 
by Mr. Insull to the stockholders early 
in the year when he stated he believed 
it would be possible to pay dividends 


within a year. 
“The board of directors hopes this ac- 


tion marks the restoration of the com-| 


pany to its former status among the reli- 
able dividend payers,"’ a statement ex- 
plaining the directors’ action says. 


Praise Stockholders’ Patience. 


“The board wishes especially to con- 
gratulate stockholders of the company 
on their patience during the long and try- 
ing period in which they have been de- 
prived of any return on their property. 
At the same time, when al! circumstances 
are taken into account, they are to be 
congratulated on the restoration of their 
company to a dividend basis at this time 
without further loss to themselves.

The correct baking of a mix- 
ture containing so much butter as 
pound cake is an exceedingly vital mat- 
ter. : The old directions emphasize the 
slow oven, but the slow o of the old 
ays‘ contained a solid sort of heat 
which our quickly heated ovens do not, 
so we have learned to bake such dakes 
on a descending heat. | 

In other words, we put the cake into 
a rather hot oven in order that it may 
heat through and rise rather rapidly, 
and then we slow down the oven. In 
this way we can get a cake with per- 
fectly level sides and top, while if we 
reverse the method we are tfkely to get 
a cake with a little mountain in the 
middle of the top and the sides too low. 
And if the oven is much too hot the 
mountain with its rather stiff crust 
will break through, and a lava of uf- 
cooked batter will bubble out or make 
a rift on which a crust does not readily 
form at that late stage of the baking. 
In other words, it has cracked open. 

Now as to the wine and brand 
flavoring.

A recipe just preceding this “The 
Complete Bread, Cake and Cracker 
Baker,” reads: “One pound of butter 
well washed to extract the galt, one 
pound of white sugar, one pint of eggs, 
one pound winter wheat flour, flavor as 
desired. Rub the butter_and sugar in 
a wooden bowl with the hand until 
light; stir one-third of the eggs into 
the butter and sugar at a time, and so 
on until the whole pint is in; mix In the 
flavor and flour gently, and Dake in a 
pan 12x16 inches. This cake will be 
about two and one-half inches thick. 
and will take One and one-half hours 
to bake.” | 


How to Mix a Pound Cake. 


‘A cook who has not tried mixing 
sugar and butter together with a care- 
fully manicured and well sterilized 
hand hardly realizes how light these 
‘ngredients can be made. No wooden 
spoon, no spaddle, no ancient hickory 
rod can do the work #9 thoroughly— 
and thoroughness is what we need in 
making this cake. 
An eminent teacher of cookery, in’ 
discussing this question of the hand 


| with me, agreed that nothing else was 


as effective, for any batter, or even 
possible when large amounts of batter 
are made, 1s in institutional cookery. 
It requires far less expenditure of en- 
ergy than the effort to use a-spoon or 
beater. Mrs. Owen, quoted above, says 
the only good beating is with the hand. 
After perusing scores of pound cake 
recipes, to see what had been the meth- 
ods of mixing pound cakes, I decided 
to follow to the letter some directions

“ Grandmother's Pound Cale.” . 
“One cup butter packed solid (this !s 
a half pound), one and two-thirds cups 
granulated sugar, one-half teaspoon 
mace, five unbeaten eggs, two cups 
sifted pastry flour. Have a round pan 
greased and@ floured, the oven ready, 
and ingredients measured, as the mix- 
ing must all be done by the hand. 
Cream the butter, add sugar, and work 
until light; add spice and one egg at a 
time, and atir with the hand until you 
do not see any of the egg yolk, then 
another egg and so on, until all are 
used. Then mix in the flour, turn at 
onee into the pan, and bake slowly 


about en hour. The grain of the cake 


should be fine and close, with not a 
suspicion of toughness or heaviness, 
not porous like a cake made light with 
gas from soda and cream of tartar, or 
by long beating, and yet soft, light, 
and velvety. This texture Is obtained 


by thorough blending of the butter 


and sugar, and not overbeating the

It is a rath@r queer thing that a 
great number of people preser®e the 
pound cake mixture as ideal, and think 
all other cakes, no matter how made, 
should have this fine texture, even a 
sponge cake, the very name of which 
suggests something quite different. 
Young or inexperienced cooks are like- 
ly to consider a sponge cake not hav- 
ing almost a pound cake or elose tex- 
ture a failure, and have also been dis- 
satisfied with baking powder cakes of 
extremely light flakiness because un- 
like this ancient. model. 

Powhd Cake Variation. 

Pound cake, li:.e almost all cakes, is 
lighter when baked In small loaves, 
These loaves y be made doubly fine 
if some delicaté, altogether immaculate 
homemade citron—first heated and cut 
in long strips and thin ones orjin smal! 
bits and floured—is added to it the 
last thing.. Because of the amount of 
work required to prepare this, we 
usually us but a limited amount. 

Among the innumerable cakes made 
with the pound cake base are such as 
the old “ Florida” cake, which was 
pound.cake with the addition of can- 
died orange biossoms. I found one 
recipe caljed an Austrian pound cake 
which-was-just the same thing as call- 
ing it a “torte,” as the description 
showed. The pound cake was baked 
in a-rqund tin and cut in layers—four

Piain Cup Cake. 

A cup cake made by the following 
formula may have exactly the same 
color and much the same quality, if 
carefully mixed and baked, as the 
pound cake described above: One cup > 
of sugar, one-half cup of butter, two 
eggs, one cup of milk, two cups of 
flour, two teaspoons baking powder, 
one teaspoon flavoring. Note this_is 
an exceedingly thin batter, but it is all 
right for small cakes or even the 
smalier loaves or a sheet of cake. The 
way it is baked makes a great differ- 
ence in its quality. . : 

Cup Cake Base for Fruit Cake. 

From one to two cups of fruits and 
nuts may be added to a cup cake made 
with only one-half cup of milk instead 
of one cup as above. In the thinner 
batter the fruit will almost inevitably 
sink to the bottom but in the thicker 
batter it will be well distributed even if 
added cold. 

Icing Small Pieces of Cake. 

Tiny bits of cake no bigger than a 
domino, but twice as thick, or no big- 
ger than a walnut, are much in vogue, 
and often called French pastries. Qne 
way to ice these (with a royal icing 
ef one egg white and one cup of sifted 
icing sugar) is to stick a toothpick 
in them, dip them into the icing, let, 
drain, and then invert and stick the 
toothpick into something until the 
cakes dry. In large bakeries they have 
apecial facilities for such work. Waxed 
paper is, of course, invaluable for some 
of these things, especially when the 


cakes are entirely covered with a soft 


icing and then rolled in nuts.

and that I then looked upon Secretary Cardonnel’s conduct with perfect loathing.

WHERE THE SUN 1S A 


STAR STREAMING. 


UR sun is plowing onward 
through the emptiness of space, 
measuring twelve miles each 
second. The earth goes around 

it year by year, but never once dou- 
bles on its track. Our actual path 
through space is a long, slightly wavy 
helix drawn out on its side. Although 
the sun bears on for years, for life- 
times, for centuries oh centuries, the 
change we find in the. parallaxes of 
the stars are slight indeed. : 

Go to Alpha Centauri, or Sirius, or 
any of the other neagby stars, across 
the awful gap of nothing which sur- 
rounds the solar system, and every- 
where about you you will see the old 
familiar constellations much as we see 
them here., The universe is too vast 
to appear changed by such a step as 
that. A half dozef light years is a 
negligihle quantity with the stars. The 
sun bears ever on and on, toward a 
point in the sky not far from Vega. 
The apex of its way lies in a spot near 
the little star called Lambda Herculis. 

Whether the sun’s path is a straight 
line or a great wide curve, we do not 
know. We cannot know for many cen- 
turies, until the shifting apex indi- 
cates whether we are folloWing in an 
orbit or not. It is probable that we 


are, but as yet we cannot know. 


The sun is not alone in its journey 
through the sky. All the stars have

About 3,000 stars are visible at one 
time. As some go down, others rise. 
Seven thousand stars or so are visible 
to the naked eye in any year. Millions 
can be seen with a telescope, and mil- 
lions of millions can be photographed. 


Every star in those dense clouds which | 


strew the Milky Way ts a sun. 


Even to the naked eye the stars are 


not evenly distributed. The winter and 
summer skies sparkle with their gems 


of light, while March and October seem 


bare and dark. This is no accident. 
Of the twenty-first magnitude stars 
visible fifteen lie in the Milky Way or 
near it. Capella, Aldebaran, Betel- 
geux, Rigel,. Sirtus, Procyon, Canoups, 
Alpha and Bea Centauri, Antares, 
Deneb; Vega, Altair, Castor and Pol- 
lux are near the Milky Way, while 
only Arcturus, Regulus, Achernar, 
Spica, and Fomalhaut are out of it. 
With stars of lesser magnitude this 
grouping is even more pronounced. Up 
near the poles of the galaxy the stars 


are few and far between, even in a 


telescope, as though space were thin 


and empty there; but gown the Milky | 


Way they cluster with a riotous pro- 
fusion. 

The stars are not the only objects in 
the sky which lie in reference to the 
Milky Way. The nebul@ are strongly 
influenced by galactic latitude. The 
planetary nebule are clustered roughly 
in a belt about,the sky as though they 
lay between us and the Milky Way, 
with relatively few in the high, clear 
zones. 

The spirals or white nebulz in turn 
abhor the Milky Way. Not one of 
them is found fn all those winding 
clouds of stars so laced with dark and 
green shapes. They loathe the zone, 
but grow in regular progression up to 
the galactic poles.

HILE the governments of Eu- 

rope have seen fit to give 
| financial encouragement to 

aerial transportation systems, 
the United Statés has been criticized 
by aviation experts for not subsidizing: 
the new industry. If France and Eng- 
land, their coffers drained to the bot- 
tom by the war, can back an aeronau- 
tical compahy why can’t the United 
States, they ask. 

There is some cause for such -criti- 
cism, it‘is true, but it can be said with- 
out fear of contradiction that the 
United States does much for fiying. 
A whole lot more than the average 
citizen believes. 


The United States air mail service 
is the only government operated 
aerial transportation system in the 
world that does not carry passe rs. 
The air mail service trains aviators 
and keeps them.in t ing. It does a 
great amount of r rch work. It 
carries a great amount of mail faster 
than any other means of transporta- 
tion could do the same work. 

But probably the best aid the service 
gives to the science of aeronautics is 
the day in and day out performance 
that convinces persons who are ac- 
quainted with the facts that aviation 
is a truly safe and sane industry.

Not a New Idea. 


This is not a brand new idea of the 
Cook county onion growers, who pro- 
duce approximately 90 per cent of the 
total crop of onion sets grown in the 
United States, for they have ‘been 
carrying the. codperative idea in their 
minds for many years, a.though it has 
remained undeveloped. A new interest 
in the possibilities of the cotperative 
movement was aroused last spring 
when an industrial earthquake struck 
the onion growers, causing them to 
huddle together with the hope that 
they could help one another. 


Fifty thousand bushels of-onion sets 
were dumped in the ditches by Cook 
county truckers last spring, forcing 
many of them out‘of business because 
they could not find buyers. Many of 
those who did sell lost money on the 
1920 crop. It did not end with that. 
Scores of growers were unable to con- 
tract their sets for more than 80 cents 
a bushel, while the average price of 
this year’s onion sets is around $2 
and $2.50 a bushel, or from $1.20 to 
$1.70 a bushel more than the grower 
received, according to C. EB. Durst, di- 
rector of the fruit and vegetable mar- 
keting department of the state farm 
bureau.

Over the Fence. 

After.the shock last spring the grow- 
ers began picking up the spoils. Some 
gave up, others continued, but cut 
down their acreage and they began 
looking for other ways to correct their 
troubles. While they leaned on their 
wheel hoes to take a rest and coo)’ 
off last summer, growers whispered 
over the field fence about the posai- 
bility of coéperating in the selling of 
their crop of onion sets, and as a re- 
sult the exchange has been formed. 

The new exchange will attempt to 
eliminate unwarranted speculation and 
unnecessary middlemen in the onion 
set business. It Is built up on the same 
principle as that of the orange grow- 


jers’ exchange in California and other 


successful codperative associations. 
The farmers themselves have the power 
of voting in their own hands. 

While the new exchange 

tion is only a few days old, more than 
150 of the 1,500 growers in the county 
have already signed up. Each man 
enters a contract for three years, prem- 
ising to deliver all of his sets to be sold 
through the exchange. A commission 
will be charged for handling the sets.
